with the needs of Harmony House, 
which are predominantly tutoring. 

Youth services boasts six VISTA 
volunteers and one college student 
who help the children with their 
homework and have the children do 
some supplemental work. 

In St. Rose of Lima Elementary 
School, there were a variety of 
volunteer instructional programs in 
action which were aimed at sup- 
plementing the children’s reading 
classes. One in particular was the 
Tuesday after-school tutoring pro- 
gram. At this one, high school and 
college students worked with only 2 
to 3 children each, to improve their 
reading skills and ability. Part of 
the volunteer experience included 
weekly training in how to be effective 
reading teachers. 

When I looked within our buildings, 
I discovered a plethora of volunteer 
activities taking place! Meals were 
being prepared and served. Bulletins 


and Babyland III & V were also 
visited. At Harmony House, the Con- 
sortium Bankers experienced a 
positive alternative to homelessness 
and how this model could be used in 
other communities. In concluding the 
tour, a ride through New Communi- 
ty’s Developments demonstrated how 
New Community pioneered the de- 
velopment of affordable, safe and de- 
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cent housing in Newark. 


A luncheon preceding the tour rein- 
forced the priorities of New Com- 
munity and the Consortium to work 
together on the creation of more af- 
fordable housing.

Residents were visiting the ill in the 
hospitals. Some of our tenants were 
visiting residents at New Communi- 
ty Extended Care Facility to bring 
some cheer. The list goes on. Seem- 
ingly ordinary folks, doing ordinary 
tasks because they have the attitude 
which says we all have to pitch in and 
help, if we want a better world. This 
makes them extra-ordinary people.

A public hearing for At-Risk 
Youths sponsored by the New Jersey 
State Employment & Training Com- 
mission was held on February 27, 
1991, at New Community Commons, 
140 South Orange Avenue, Newark, 
N.J. 

Commission moderators included 
members, Kathy L. Spivey and Msgr. 
William J. Linder. 

Participants from various agencies 
and colleges throughout Essex Coun- 
ty and the State gave testimony as to 
types of at-risk youths and the pro- 
blems that lack of employment, train- 
ing, and occupational education, con- 
tributed to youths. 

However, the testimony that cap- 
tured the attention of those attending 
was given by Youth Counselor Aman- 
da Harrow, and Shana Windley, a 
youth applicant, both from New Com- 
munity Employment Center. Their 
testimony gave insight to the fact 
that in today’s society, we are not giv- 
ing our youths a choice to achieve and 
become self-sustaining adults of 
tomorrow, but rather, displaced 
workers of the future. 

“Many of our Vocational High 
School students lack opportunity in 
their choice of vocational career selec-

ment to the network is. These tasks 
would go untended if it were not for 
our volunteers. 


Volunteers bring inspiration to the 
rest of us, because there is something 
within a volunteer’s heart that says, 
“Yes, I want to help.” That reminds 
the rest of us what the mission of New 
Community is. The members of New 
Community believe by reaching out 
to other residents of Newark who 
share this belief and involvement, 
raising the quality of life of the peo- 
ple of Newark can be accomplished. 
That is true community service. 


tion, due to over registration of 
classes. These youths, who exceed the 
number of seats in a vocational pro- 
gram, are placed in whatever 
available classes are left — whether 
they have an aptitude or interest -in 
the course — just to fit the school’s 
need,” said Ms. Harrow. 

“This is not a new problem, but an 
old practice of the school system, as 
well as many area training programs. 
Many applicants we see in our offices 
today are a result of this on going 
practice. Students who are placed in 
vocational or training programs of 
non-interest, lack the motivation or 
attention needed to excel, have high 
rates of absenteeism, poor grades, low 
self-esteem and constitute a high 
drop-out percentage, eliminating 
them from both the work force of to- 
day and definitely that of tomorrow.” 

Those students who manage to stick 
it out and graduate have difficulty 
finding employment, which many 
times is needed to pursue higher 
education or training for the future. 

Such was the case with Shana 
Windley, who is a perfect example of 
the shunt practice. She wanted a 
career in cosmetology, hoping one day

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to own her own business. She applied 
and was accepted at a vocational 
school for cosmetology. At the begin- 
ning of the semester she was told the 
class was overcrowded and she would 
have to take something else until the 
following semester when she would 
be placed in the class for cosmetology. 

The next semester shattered her 
dream, when she was told she had to 
remain in the auto-mechanics course 
they shunted her to, because ‘‘what- 
ever program you begin with at the 
school you must keep.” 

Even though Shana was heartsick, 
she managed to complete the course, 
and in June 1990, graduated with a 
high school diploma and a certificate 
in auto-mechanics. Religiously each 
working day for 9 months, Shana job 
searched to no avail. Then a friend 
told her about the New Community 
Employment Center. 

On March 12, 1991, with the help

of her counselor and an employer 
willing to train, Shana became 
employed as a clerical at Dynatron 
Company. When I recently spoke 
with her employer, Mr.Ron Biscardi, 
he told me, “Shana is doing a fine job. 
She reports on time each work day 
and even though things are beginn- 
ing to slow, I find other work for her 
to do.” 

In life we must constantly make 
decisions. The decisions we make 
where others are concerned deter- 
mine the quality of life each in- 
dividual will lead. They affect all of 
the people who are part of that life as 
well as the society in which they live. 

There are many positive young peo- 
ple in today’s society who have made 
constructive and sound career 
choices. It is now up to the leaders of 
today, as well as all others concerned, 
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to help their dreams gain substance. 
Their cry for help has fallen too long 
on deaf ears. 


The future of this society depends 
greatly on what we do now toward 
helping our youth to become self- 
sustaining adults of tomorrow 
through proper education, training, 
and most of all, employment upon 
graduation from high school. 


There are so many youths who have 
graduated and cannot find jobs. Some 
need jobs to continue to attend col- 
lege, some to be able to take care of 
the essential needs of food, clothing 
and shelter so they can attend skill 
training programs.

A 
volunteer who tutors one of the 
residents of Harmony House so that 
she can pass the GED promotes 
literacy. A volunteer instructing 
some of our non-English speaking 
residents in English promotes 
literacy. Volunteers helping in the 
after-school programs at Bruce 
Street, Hunderton Avenue, and St. 
Rose School promote literacy. 

Within our network, there are over 
75 people who volunteer services for 
the purpose of encouraging literacy.

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From Homelessness To 
Permanent Housing 


Homelessness constitutes one of the 
most pressing problems in our socie- 
ty today. When looking at the 
homeless families in this community, 
it is only befitting to try and obtain 
an understanding of the crux of the 
problem homeless families represent. 

The faces of the homeless have 
changed. The “skid-row men” are 
slowly being replaced by single 
mothers whose homelessness brings 
with it serious consequences for 
children. The enormity of the problem 
this represents has yet to be assessed. 

Most families do not become 
homeless by choice. Homelessness in- 
volves families who are victims of 
poverty, many of them unemployed, 
poorly educated and lacking 
marketable skills. Due to these 
families’ fixed incomes, an increase in 
the number of safe, affordable perma- 
nent housing units provided would 
be a paramount solution in the con- 
tainment of the homelessness 
problem. 

During the past six months, the 
relocation unit at Harmony House 
had the difficult task of securing per- 
manent housing for its families. 
Housing was obtained for forty-eight 
(48) families. New Community Cor- 
poration itself has been able to pro- 
vide permanent housing for seven (7) 
of these families. 


Harmony House’s ex-residents 
received continued social service sup- 
port through the relocation unit’s 
twelve (12) month follow-up service 
commitment. 

These intensive services are view- 
ed as essential if we are to impact on 
the reoccurrence of family homeless- 
ness in the future. 

It is Harmony House’s contention 
that the community at large should 
develop a sensitivity toward this 
homeless segment of our population. 
Tn doing so, we can together influence 
the policy-makers to create new and 
long-term policies that will aid in the 
amelioration of this social problem. 

No matter what our views on the 
homeless, we must all champion 
their cause, because the homeless 
represent the shortcomings of our 
society which profess that a cor- 
nucopia of equality exists. 

Let’s not turn our backs to those 
without shelter, but recognize their 
plight for equality; their plight in 
needing decent affordable housing in 
safe neighborhoods. 

Let’s save a generation of young 
Americans. To ignore them is to 
silently accept homelessness as a fact 
of life..no human being should be 
abandoned without hope or help.

The city’s youth drop-out 
rate from school is approximately 
50%. The federal budgets are being 
slashed.

Reflections: 


Jump Over The Fence 
And Achieve 


John F. Kennedy made a remark 
some years ago that “life itself is 
generally unfair.” He said this 
because some reservist was unhappy 
when his company was called up to 
serve in the Vietnam War, and other 
outfits were not. Such was the inci- 
dent of the young man from Newark, 
a graduate of Barringer High who 
joined the army so that he could have 
money to go to Medical School and 
unfortunately was killed in the line 
of duty in the Gulf War. 

At the time of the Berlin Crisis, im- 
mediately after World War II ended, 
I was asked to go to Iceland to run the 
hospital there. A young dentist came 
up to work as the salary was good, 
and it offered him a chance to get 
enough money to start an office in 
New York after a year’s work. His 
background was that he had gotten 
his college and dental school paid for 
because he had joined the Reserve. 
His first assigment was the Naval 
Base in Rhode Island. After two 
months he resigned his commission 
(since the war was over) and came to 
Iceland. After one year he went to 
New York City because he had 
enough money to begin his dental 
practice. The only thing he didn’t 
know was that there was going to be 
a Korean War. 

He spent the next two years in a 
remote spot overseas, and I guess, 
wondered why he hadn’t completed 
his original tour of duty. 

Another interesting case was of a 
young woman doctor in the Reserve 
who had the government pay for her 
education. She was so annoyed that 
she was being called up for duty at 
the time of the beginning of the Gulf 
War that she stated that she abhor- 
red wars and decided to refuse to 
serve. She may have made a big 
mistake. The government does not 
take this lightly as she did sign to 
serve. 

I have constantly stressed to all 
young men and women in Newark 
the excellence of the Service. 
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Although the risks are there, the 
Armed Forces is one of the ways to 
get money for college. At a time when 
many minds are being wasted, this is 
surely one way to “jump over the 
fence and achieve.” 

The recent story of the young man 
who spent two hours of free time dai- 
ly in the Gulf War batting stones 
with an axe handle came to the atten- 
tion of the Press and eventually 
merited a training chance with Tom- 
my Lasorda of the Los Angeles 
Dodgers. This young man was an or- 
phan, spent time in many foster 
homes and finally was adopted. His 
parents were overjoyed with his 
chance for achievement and so were 
the rest of the people who read the 
report or caught it on television. 

Motivation, interest, and help from 
parents and teachers is essential in 
the rearing of children. I am impress- 
ed that the Newark school system has 
adopted remedial courses in 
Mathematics because of the high rate 
of failure in aptitude tests. Right now, 
Barringer, St. Benedicts in Newark 
and St. Patrick’s in Elizabeth, have 
their students geared to achieve. 

Lastly, I have been most impress- 
ed with Harmony House. The social 
workers have done yoeman service. I 
see renewed interest in what is of- 
fered to these former homeless 
parents. There is happiness — the liv- 
ing conditions could not be better. 
The Day Care under Sister Regina is 
another facet of love and caring, and 
the children happily reflect it. 

Harmony House has set the pace to 
help start these young parents on a 
better course and a continued train- 
ing of their young children. 

Newark has achieved much of what 
is needed in Newark.

Introduced for the first time was a 
course in “How to Deliver a Baby,” 
that was added to the curriculum as 
a result of the recent experience of 
two of NCC’s finest, in assisting a 
resident who was giving birth. 


Other subjects consisted of training 
in a variety of areas, i.e., Patrol, 


African-American First Kentucky Derby Winner 


From the first running of the Ken- 
tucky Derby in 1875 until 1911, 
Black jockeys were featured per- 
formers in the gala pageantry, which 
was part of the Churchill Downs 
Classic. There were eleven Black 
jockeys who had won a total of fifteen 
Kentucky Derbies in the history of 
the event. 

The race was every bit as 
glamorous and thrilling then as it is 
now. The stable scene was dominated 
not only by Black jockeys, but by 
Black trainers, exercise riders, 
grooms and stable boys. It is written 
that without their participation and 
contributions, the magical at- 
mosphere and suspenseful competi- 
tion would never have developed, 
because they were more preoccupied 
with the attraction of the sport than 
with the money to be earned. 

Two Black jockeys who towered 
over their contemporaries were Isaac 
Murphy and Jimmy Winkfield. Ex- 
cept for Murphy (three time winner) 
and Winkfield (two time winner) of 
the Derby Classic, few of the early 
Black jockeys who once dominated 
the riding end of the sport, are known 
to the public. One reason for this is 
that jockeys were not generally iden- 
tified in the programs in the early 
days. Another, is that as the sport 
transformed into big business with 
staggering lucrative purses for 
owners, and high annual incomes for 
jockeys, Blacks were gradually phas- 


ed into more meanial aspects of turf 
life, therefore their long and 
distinguished association with the 
sport was undercut. 


Winkfield, a native Kentuckian, 
eventually left the United States to 
ride in Europe, where he won such 
prominent races as the Polish Derby, 
the Grand Prix de Baden, the 
Emperer’s Purse, the Moscow Derby 
and the Russian Derby. At the time 
of the Russian Revolution, he was 
reportedly earning one hundred thou- 
sand dollars a year. 


Winfield was not the first Black to 
win the Kentucky Derby. The first 
running of the Derby was in 1875, 
and the first winning jockey was a 
Black named Oliver Lewis. In that 
historic year, fourteen of the fifteen 
starters were ridden by Black jockeys. 

In recent years, the best known 
Black jockey was Bob McCurdy, a 
native of Atlantic City, New Jersey. 
McCurdy posted over one hundred 
victories in 1963. He also won the 
jockey championship at the Garden 
State Park meet with twenty-seven 
wins. He was the first Black man to 
ride in Tropical Park, Florida. 

In 1967, the New York Times 
featured an article which stated, “In 
recent years, Negro jockeys could be 
counted on the fingers of one hand.” 
This seems a strange paradox for a 
race which originally dominated the 
“Sport of Kings,” in the last century.

There is a good chemistry happen- 
ing between the family residents at 
New Community and the Manage- 
ment Department. 

The basic ingredients to the for- 
mula are: listening, observing, input- 
ting information, stirring up basic in- 
terests, stimulating thoughts and 
developing a basis for strong output. 

On April 11th, the second quarter- 
ly meeting between families and 
management was held at Commons 
Pavilion, 298 Morris Avenue. It was 
attended with a full house, showing 
representation from all four family 
complexes. The thrust of the meetings 
are to provide information about 


health, youth, social doings, legal ser- 
vices, and programs which will help 
one to become alert to things which 
can affect the life style in a positive 
way. At this meeting there were 
guests invited to discuss the content 
and qualifications required for 
various educational and recreational 
summer programs. 

Following is a listing of the 
presenters and the programs they 
represent: 

1. Mr. Leroy Wilson, Director of 
the Upward Bound Program at 
Seton Hall University. This is an 
excelent accelerated program for 7, 8 
& 9th grade students which incor- 
porates high school with integrated 
College preparatory courses, and a 
chance to earn 12 free credits towards 
a college diploma. Three meals are 
served. High school guidance 
counselors have information on get- 
ting into the program or call Seton 
Hall. 

2. Mr. Clinton Dozier, Director of 
the Pre-College Programs at 
University of Medicine and Den- 
tistry of New Jersey, discussed how 
we should start educating our 
children now to strive for higher 
goals. 

He stressed that the prospect of go- 
ing to school for 12 years in order to 
get a degree in medicine was too 
distressing for many of our youths. 
An alternative would be to pursue 
one of the other many health related 
fields, i.e., radiology, dental assistant, 
etc. The program at UMDNJ is four 
years and is targeted at 8th & 9th 
grade students. It offers an 8 week 
summer academic curriculum and 
two periods of the fine arts. Two 
meals are served. For more informa- 


tion call UMDNJ. 


3. Ms. Debra Mitchell, the Direc- 
tor of Project Opportunities at the 
West Kinney Alternative School, 
explained about the uniqueness of the 
Alternative School. It is comprised of 
those students who have been deem- 
ed incorrigible for regular classroom 
learning. 


Many educational, recreational and social programs were discussed 
at the 2nd quarterly Families meeting. 
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At the Alternative School the 
enrollment is not overwhelming; the 
ratio of students to teachers/ 
counselors is almost 1 to 8. This 
allows a special bond of familyhood to 
form, thus increasing the desire to 
learn and become mentally produc- 
tive. Upon completion of 4 years, a 
formal high school diploma will have 
been earned. 

Project Opportunity is a program in 
the school which allows the students 
a vehicle to express their energies as 
stage talents. Ms. Mitchell has suc- 
cessfully written and directed 2 
dramatic productions since 1989, and 
is in the midst of a third — “Not Just 


Any Love,” which is soon to be per- 
formed by the students and faculty. 
Performance Date is May 10th at 1 
p.m. and 8 p.m. at the Newark Sym- 
phony Hall. For more information 
about this call 733-7018 or 372-2336. 

4. Mr. Donald Godwin, Director 
of the NCC Youth Services, 
discussed the upcoming summer 
youth program which will run from 
July 1st to August 23rd. It will offer 
eight full weeks of education, fun and 
outings, with weekly trips outside of 
the Newark area. Registration fee is 
only $5.00 per week or $40.00 for the 
full session (includes two meals dai- 
ly, trips, etc.). Registration will begin 
May 1st and space is limited to the 
first 100 youths. Families with more 
than one child are placed on a fee 
scale. For more information contact 
Youth Services at 623-6951. 

5. Ms. Amanda Harrow, Youth 
Counselor at the NCC Employ- 
ment Center, 15 Hill Street. Ms. 
Harrow emphasized a very good 
point. “Don’t force your child out to 
‘earn a living’ too soon.” There are 
many educational programs during 
the summer months which allow 
youth to receive pay for learning. In 
the long run these programs will be 
more beneficial for our youths and 
equip them with the needed skills to 
be ready for work force 2000.

He will not depart from it.” 
Proverbs 22:6 

There are two kinds of education — 
one teaches us how to make a living, 
and the other teaches us how to live. 
Parents play an important role in the 
latter. 

Parents are, or should be, teachers 
of their children; and since children 
imitate their parents, great care 
should be taken to give them correct 
role models and present before their 
children the example they wish to be 
imitated. If parents are honest and 
moral, their children will be quite 
likely to resemble them in these at- 
tributes. Parents, in the education of 
their children, are teachers in a ‘con- 
tinuation school,’ and the lessons 
which they teach their children must 
be practiced by themselves. One of 
these lessons is discipline. 

One object of discipline is the educa- 
tion and training of the child for self 
government. Parents must teach obe- 
dience to be just and reasonable — 
that all things are under law, and 
that disobedience leads in the end, to 
suffering and unhappiness. 

It is the duty of parents to restrain, 
guide, and control their children, for 
to permit their children to gratify 
their every wish and leave them to 
follow their own inclinations is to 
give them the impression that they 
can live to please and amuse 
themselves, to choose their own ways, 
and indulge in their own pleasures 
and companions. 

Children and youth need parents 
who will educate them, discipline 
them, correct their wrong habits and

inclinations, and discourage their evil 
tendencies. They need to be taught to 
respect experienced judgement; and 
see the propriety of heeding their 
counsel. 

Some children have come into the 
world burdened with a heritage of 
evil, the direct result of the sins of 
their parents, and there is a need to 
have developed and strengthened 
their moral and intellectual faculties. 
Their evil tendencies need to be 
carefully restrained and tenderly 
rebuked, and their minds need to be 
stimulated in favor of that which is 
morally right. 

There has been altogether too little 
attention given to children and youth 
about the love and significance of 
God; thus, children and youth have 
failed to develop as they should in 
Christian life. In childhood, the mind 
is readily impressed and molded, and 
it is then that parents should teach 
children to love, honor, and observe 
the laws of God. The Bible is a guide 
in the management, education, and 
training of children. Ecclesiastes 12:1 
counsels youth, “remember now thy 
Creator in the days of thy youth,” 
while, Proverbs 8:17 assures, “those 
that seek me early shall find Me,” 
and as to parental responsibility and 
to parents inclusively, Mark 10:4 
directs, “suffer little children to come 
unto Me...” Train these children for 
Me. 

You, parents, play an important 
role in the education of your children 
— a role that should not be delegated 
to others.

Palm Sunday introduces the most 
venerable week of the Christian 
Church year — Holy Week.

God delights in mothers, because 
they are so like Him — life-giving, 
tender-hearted, nurturing, confident 
that all the wonder within their 
children will shine out to the world. 
He tells us His faithfulness is a 
mother’s faithfulness: “Does a 
woman forget her baby at the breast, 
or fail to cherish the son of her womb? 
Yet even if these forget, I will never 
forget you. See, I have branded you 
on the palms of My hands” (Isaiah 
49:15-16). 

What is your favorite mother-story? 
Mine is being two years old and dai- 
ly walking to the store with my 
mother. She would suddenly surprise 


me with a quick hug around my neck 
which brought me against her thigh 
as she would say, “I love ya; I’m crazy 
aboutcha.” Her playfulness made me 
say, “Do it again,” which she would 
do. She was very much like God with 
her children — a mother in love with 
each child. The joy was that she didn’t 
change her mind an hour later; even 
though she taught us well it was 
always with gentleness. Our food, 
clothes, toys were simple; we used 
public transportation, and had no 
telephone or TV, yet we never crav- 
ed more than we had — because that 
vital need of childhood, to be loved, 
was so well met. It was a very easy 
step, about the age of 7, to believe in 
a God who could love totally and 
never change His mind. 


Hopefully, many mothers and 
children have bonded in this way, so 
that a child would not let down his 
parents. In some cases, it is true, 
social customs are so much at odds 
with what parents have taught that 
the children are torn away from the 
ideals of the home. “Nothing hurts so

Parents who have done their best 
but see their efforts trampled on can- 
not avoid heartbreak, but need to 
take some comfort in the fact that 
God saw it all, and He expects each 
of His children to take his and her 
own stand in life, after they have 
been given so much. 

The letting-go process, begun at the 
delivery of a child into the world, is 
as much a part of the holiness of 
motherhood as was the early bonding 
and nurturing. Mary, the mother of 
Jesus, can relate to mothers as this 
process takes place. Recall how she 
suffered when she thought she lost 
Him at the age of 12 in the Temple. 
Remember again, when Jesus was 
very occupied teaching His followers 
and His mother came by to briefly 
speak with Him. Jesus finished 
preaching first, saying: “Who is my 
brother and sister and mother? 
Anyone who does the will of my 
Father in Heaven” (Mark 3:35). Even 
when she followed Him to the cross, 
He did not reserve her for Himself: 
“Woman, behold your son,” He said, 
indicating the Apostle, John, and all 
of us, as her children. 

She understood, and wouldn’t have 
wanted it any other way, because 
hers was a giving love. He and she 
knew that their spirits were so much 
at one that neither of them ever mov- 
ed forward alone. She was with Him 
in spirit at His agony in the garden, 
at His death, and at His resurrection. 
She set her Child free as she heard 
Him pray from the cross the psalm 
that includes: 

“You drew me out of the womb; 
You entrusted me to my mother’s 
breasts; 
Placed on Your lap from My birth, 
From My mother’s womb You have 
been My God.” 
(Ps. 22:9) 

We thank God for mothering us 
through our mothers, and ask Him to 
ever hold them in the Palm of His 
Hand.
